ABOUT AVOCADOS 
By Jessie Ward Russell 
Landscape Gardener 

Question—What is the best 
winter variety ? 

Answer—Fuerte. 

Q.—What is the best summer 
variety ? 

A.—Nabal. 

Q.—When is the best time to 
plant avocado trees? 

A.—December to June. 

Q.~ -Should the burlap be re¬ 
moved from the ball when the 
tree is planted? 

A.—No. Plant burlap and all, 
just cut the cord at the top of 
the ball. The burlap will soon rot. 

Q. —Should Avocado trees be 
cultivated ? 

A.—No, instead they should be 
well mulched. 

Q.—How often should they be 
irrigated? 

A.—In soils such as we have 
here in Sierra Madrt, they should 
be irrigated once a week. This 
should be a thorough soaking. 

Q.—How should the water be 
applied ? 

A.—Water should be run into 
basins while the trees are young. 
Later the water can be applied 
with a sprinkler so as to cover 
a larger area of root system.

The Caiavo Growers’ Associa¬ 
tion of California has filed a pro¬ 
test on the inequality of the re¬ 
ciprocity treaty which allows 
Cuba to enter millions of pounds 
of alligator pears yearly into the 
eastern United States, America is 
required by Cuban officials to pay 
a duty on imports of calavos into 
that country.

Signed Agreement 
Will Allow Work To 
Begin On Great Dam 

Final obstacles delaying con¬ 
struction of the county’s $10,000,- 
000 flood control dam Site No. 1, 
in San Gabriel Canyon, were be¬ 
lieved overcome today following 
signing yesterday of a tentative 
agreement between the city of 
Pasadena, county flood control 
district, and the Southern Cali¬ 
fornia Edison Company. 

Needing only ratification by the 
Pasadena Board of Directors, the 
County Board of Supervisors and 
the directors of the Edison Com¬ 
pany, the agreement will give Los 
Angeles county full jurisdiction 
over all land and property at the 
site of the dam, through relin¬ 
quishment of rights by the two 
other signers. 

In exchange for the rights 
awarded it, the county ggrees to 
re-construct the utility's intake 
and conduit line for the Azusa 
hydro-electric plant, above the 
dam, and also to take over cer¬ 
tain government land originally 
granted to Pasadena, lying north 
of the Pine Canyon reservoir. The 
ways is thus smoothed for the 
early employment of more than 
1,000 workmen.
